CHICAGO, May 31.— The em ergen­ 
cy need of measures to prevent floods 
in the Mississippi valley is being u rg ­ 
ed upon congress by representatives 
of the National Drainage congress 
who report to Chicago headquarters 
a chronic indifference among 
many 
members to any but log-rolling, pork 
barrel m akeshifts in dealing with 
the problem. 
The members of the 
congress and public generally have 
been urged to see th a t a flood 
of 
letters be sent to mem bers of con­ 
gress th a t will bring vividly home to 
the indifferent ones the devastating 
flood th at has destroyed property of 
a value running into many millions. 
The loss of lives 
and the certain 
death roll which exposure and h a r d ­ 
ship will add to the hundreds drow n­ 
ed will be m ade to plead for ade­ 
quate ae.tiop th at shall disregard po­ 
litics and expediency. The Drainage 
congress outlined its comprehensivce 
plan of campaign against floods in a 
resolution during the New Orleans 
convention 
impelled 
by the 
river 
floods. 
This resolution set forth the 
need of urging upon the congress of 
the United States “ immediate action 
involving the co-ordination of the sci­ 
entific services of the federal govern­ 
ment with the engineer corps of the 
arm y and the em inent engineers and 
constructors to be appointed by the 
presidet and a board of experts with 
a view of planning the regulation of 
our rivers for purposes of navigation, 
irrigation, swamp land reclamation, 
development of water powers, refor 
estation and prevention of soil ero­ 
sion and waste. 
Also the creation 
of a fund of not less than one mill­ 
ion dollars annually until the com­ 
pletion of the P a n a m a canal 
and 
thera fter the annual appropriation of 
fifty million dollars for continuous 
work for ten years under plans to be 
framed by such body of eperxts and 
approved by congress. 
The loss of 
life by the floods has caused the pro­ 
posal to be m ade to the League 
for 
Public Safety, 
whose headquarters 
are in Chicago, to tak e up active ef­ 
forts to urge m easures which 
will 
prevent floods on the basis of 
the 
acute need to protect h u m an life. An 
investigation of the m erits of this 
proposal may be made if letters from 
the flooded district indicate th a t it is 
desired. 
As a spectacle and a m a g n e t for 
crowds th e approaching republican 
national convention in Chicago could 
leave nothing to be desired.

20.000 Men Join League to 
Prom ote W elfare of St. 
Louis Public School 
Children 


ASSOCIATION 20 YEARS OLD 


Long List of Accomplish­ 
ments by Organization 
to Protect C ity's 
Schools 


Regardless of race, creed, or poli­ 
tics, twenty thousand men represent­ 
ing the business, manufacturing and 
i professional life of St. Louis have 
i leagued themselves together, pledged 
to promote every interest pertaining 
to the welfare of the city’s public 
schools and of its school children. 
The work accomplished 
by these 
men is observed with attention by 
the experts of the United 
States 
Bureau of Education. 
Since this organization was 
es­ 
tablished fourteen 
years ago, the 
public schools have been taken out 
of partisan politics and placed 
in 
charge of an independent 
board; 
school taxes have 
been increased, 
supplying funds for 
modern, ade­ 
quate school buildings; 
and school 
equipment, aggregating many thou­ 
sands of dollars in value, has been 
contributed by the organization 
in 
fee simple to the 
public 
schools. 
This equipment includes almost ev­ 
ery 
kind 
of 
teaching 
material. 
Among the articles given are works 
of reference, stereopticons, folding 
chairs, reflectoscopes, pianos, statu­ 
ary, and pictures. 
One of the pic­ 
tures given in this way cost $3,500, 
while another 
was worth $2,000. 
The money for these donations 
is 
raised from dues, from direct con­ 
tributions, or from the proceeds 
of 
concerts or picnics. 
Although these friends of 
the St. 
Louis school children are all 
very 
busy men, they find time to demon­ 
strate their interest in education in 
a wide variety of ways other than 
these activities. 
By arranging ap­ 
propriate exercises, 
they 
help to 
commemorate the national holidays, 
such as Lincoln’s and Washington’s 
i birthdays, and Arbor, Flag, Memor- 
j ial, and Independence days, the ob- 
| ject being the inculcation of a broad 
i American patriotism. 
They also aid 
! the principals in making the nec- 
j essary arrangements for the annual 
i school picnics, the Christmas Festi- 
i val, and other school functions and 
exercises. 
The agency directing this work is 
called the St. Louis Public School 
Patron s Alliance, a legally incorpo­ 
rated body, 
which 
consists of 
a 
league of some 50 constituent asso­ 
ciations. These branches are neigh­ 
borhood organizations, established to 
help the schools 
of their several 
wards, and finding expression 
for 
their wider 
activities through the 
central, co-ordinating 
body. 
Men 
only are eligible to membership in 
the St. Louis Public School Patrons’ 
Alliance, or to its local chapters, for 
the reason that women can accom­ 
plish whatever work they may care 
to do In the same field through the 
medium of their Mothers’ clubs. 
Membership dues 
in the 
local 
branches are twentv-five cents 
a 
year, of which five cents goes to the 
Central Alliance. 
The Patrons’ Al­ 
liance itself is governed by a board 
of control consisting of one delegate 
from each branch organization. Most 
of the business is transacted through 
standing committees, whose activi­ 
ties are indicated 
by their 
titles 
namely: Executive, Legislative, Fin­ 
ance. Organization, Educational and

Representative Martin says he hat 
decided to drop the proposed inves­ 
tigation until fall.

of Benjamin Guggenheim on the Ti­ 
tanic. 
“ I had intended to press the in?* 
ligation,” said Martin, “just about 
the time the Titanic sunk. Bnt the

Guggenheim 
prompted me to postpone the inquiry 
and now it is too late to get action 
this session of congress.” 
Representative Belkley, democrat, 
also has a resolution to probe Hie
